The  material  in  this  book  was  collected  over  the  years  by  one  of  the  Ontario 
Provincial  Archivists,  W  D  Reid.  He  collected  it  from  various  sources  and 
put  it  on  file  cards.  Since  he  was  not  a  genealogist  he  sometimes  gives 
the  Loyalist  the  wrong  children.  The  following  is  the  will  of  Peter  Irish 

Peter  Irish,  now  of  Haldimand,  Yeoman,  being  perfectly  of  sound  mind  and 
good  health  blessed  by  God  for  the  same  but  calling  to  mind  that  all  men  are 
born  to  die,  do  this  25  May  1810  make  and  publish  this  my  last  will  and 
testament 

I  will  and  direct  that  all  my  just  debts  and  funeral  expences  shall  be  fully  and 
justly  paid  and  what  remains  of  my  lands  and  tenements  goods  and  effects  shall 
be  disposed  of  as  follows  - 

1.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  sons  Abraham  Irish;  Robinson  Irish; 
John  Irish;  Daniel  Irish;  and  my  daughters  Sarah  Walker  and  Mary  Doolittle 
the  sum  of  a  pence,  10  shillings  each,  to  be  paid  to  them  ot  their  heirs  in 
12  months  after  my  death 

2.  I  also  give  and  bequeath  to  my  sons  John  and  Daniel  Lot  18  Cone  5  Haldimand. 
Lastly  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  sonjjfedediah  all  my  real  and  personal 
property  goods  and  effects  that  I  died  possessed  of  and  not  before  particularly 
bequeathed.  And  generally  my  will  and  meaning  is  that  after  the  legacies  are 
paid  and  my  debts  and  funeral  expences  that  all  the  remainder  of  my  proerty  real 
and  personal  shall  belong  to  and  be  given  to  my  son  Jedediah,  to  him  and  his 
heirs  and  assigns  forever. 

I  appoint  my  sons  Robinson  and  Jedediah  my  Executors

#44    Robinson  Irish  of  Haldimand,  1799,  states  that  for  a  valuable  consideration 
he  has  acquired  from  George  McAlpine  of  Hamilton,  a  married  man  and  far 
advanced  in  the  state  of  bodily  decay  or  cinsumption,  lots  14  and  12,  Broken 
Front,  Haldimand.

Your  letter  of  March  25  concerning  the  Irish  family 
was  of  great  interest  to  mev  and  I!ll  be  glad  to  exchange 
any  information  that  I  can„    Investigating  one1 s  "roots" 
can  be  extremely  interesting,  but  also  quite  frustrating 
at  times,  I  have  learned  during  the  past  year.  Provincial 
and  church  records  were  hit-or-raiss  even  a  century  ago, 
and  the  frustration  is  compounded  by  the  fact  that  so  many 
people  who  have  custody  of  old  records  seem  unable  to  read 
the  old-fashioned  handscript  correctly  and  send  one  off  on 
a  wild  goose  chase  more  often  than  not.     This  is  particularly 
true  of  the  Ontario  Registrar  General1 s  office  —  exerpts 
from  vital  statistics  are  expensive  (it's  just  been  raised 
to  ^5  per  5-year  search),  but  more  often ~%not  some  of  the 
information  that  comes  eventually  is  wrongT^ 

It  seems  strange  that  I  can  get  accurate  information 
much  more  quickly  from  far-away  England,  from  where  both  of 
my  grandfathers  came,  than  from  sources  right  here  in  Ontario I 

It  also  has  been  a  shock  to  me  to  learn  how  expensive 
the  search  can  be,  even  though  I  obtain  as  much  information 
as  possible  by  the  prolific  writing  of  letters,  rather  than 
through  professional  genealogists.    My  apprenticeship  has  been 
costly,  and  this  hurts,  because  I  am  a  pensioner  with  little 
extra  money  to  spend  on  something  that  my  wife  thinks  is  a 
form  of  senility.    Probably  she  is  right,  but  one  gets 
"hooked";  there  always  is  just  one  more  generation  back  there, 
tantalisingly  just  out  of  reach, 

I  have  a  copy  of  the  will  of  Peter  Irish,  and  enclose  a 
zerox  copy  in  case  you  don't  happen  to  have  it.  It  is  quite 
interesting,  and  contains  a  considerable  amount  of  information* 


My  connection,  with  the  Irish  family  is  through  my  mother1  s 
mother,  who  was  Sarah  Jane  (Sadie)  irish  before  she  married 
George  Halward  of  Cannington,  Ont. 

Grandma  Halward  was  a  daughter  of  John  Robinson  Irish 
and  Lovina  (sometimes  spelled  Lavina)  A.  Andrews  of  Woodville, 
Ontario,    John  and  Lovina,  plus  all  of  their  children  except 
Grandma  Halward,  died  in  an  epidemic  of  some  sort,  and  grandmother 
was  raised  by  her  grandparents,  Eldridge  Robinson  Irish,  J. P., 
and  Margaret  Jane  Avery,  of  Woodville,  where  this  couple  settled 
around  1330  (Woodvilfte1  s  original  name  was  Irish  Corners), 
Eldrige  R.  Irish  was  born  in  Haldimand  Township,  Northumberland 
County,  around  l£06  (his  death  registration  gives  his  age  as 
$5  years  6  months  when  he  died  in  1$91) • 

E.R*  and  Margaret  were  married  in  1832:  his  address  is 
given  as  Mariposa;  hers  as  Clarke  Township  (which  is  near 
tfrewfihrvfrfrBgy    Bowmanville,  Ont.  ) 

They  were  farmers  and,  later,  converted  the  big  farm  house 
into  a  country  inn  after  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  was  built  through 
the  area.    They  are  listed  in  the  census  as  Baptists,  but 
family  tradition  has  it  that  they  were  Quakers.  ff^tfryxftYartf-frftY 
My  mother  told  me  when  I  was  a  boy  about  visiting  her  great- 
parents  when  she  was  a  little  girl,  and  being  told  many  stories 
about  pioneer  days.     She  remembered  being  told  about  how  the 
Irishes  had  allowed  their  farm  to  be  used  as  a  "station"  on 
the  "underground  railway"  that  smuggled  run-away  slaves  across 
Lake  Scugog,    An  old  pioneer  cemetery  at  Woodville  has  a  x&xlr 
stone  memorial  to  Mrs.  Irish1 s  mother,  (the  great-grandmother), 
whose  name  is  given  as  Catherine  Avery,  who  died  in  1&51  age  90. 

It  seems  to  me  that"E. R."  almost  certainly  would  have  been 
a  grandson  of  the  original  Peter  Irish,  but  so  far  I  have  not 
been  able  to  find  documentary  evidence  of  this.

Thanks  for  the  additional  information  about  the  Irish 
family.    Whether  it  will  help  me  or  not  I  don't  yet  know, 
but  even  when  some  information  doesn't  apply,  it  can  help 
g^triarteKxaBagxHSfMKXYx    eliminate  some  names. 

As  soon  as  I  know  more  I'll  let  you  know,  and      very  soon 
will  know  some  things  that  will  interest  you,  I  believe. 

I  am  now  in  touch  with  an  Irish  in  the  U.S.A.  who  has 
been  ancestor-hunting  too,  and  we  are  exchanging  information. 
And  a  letter  should  arrive  any  day  now  from  an  Irish  in 
England! 

This  was  a  very  interesting  family,    I  have  learned  why  they 
kept  to  themselves  so  much,  and  even  neighbours  knew  so 
little  about  them.    They  were  Seventh-Day  Baptists,  a 
religious  group  much  like  the  Quakers  and  Mennonites.  Because 
of  their  religion,  and  because  most  of  them  were  pacifists, 
they  were  persecuted  a  great  deal  and  forced  to  move  from 
one  place  to  the  other  every  few  generations. 

It  seems  that  some  7th-Day  Baptists  were  among  the 
American  pioneers  who  came  over  on  the  Mayflower,  and  that 
the  original  Irish  family  on  this  continent  were  missionaries 
from  the  south-west  of  England  or  Wales. 

These  families  were  very  strict,  and  marriages  usually  were 
arranged  between  the  various  families.    That's  why  so  many 
of  the  Irish  wives  were  born  in  the  U.S.A.    The  Canadian  and 
American  branches  of  this  group  of  families  kept  in  touch 
across  the  border. 

There  a  lot  more,  but  I'll  write  again  when  I  have  more  t 
definite  information.    In  time  I  think  I'll  know  Peter  Irishes 
family,  with  luck,  and  perhaps  away  back  of  that,  Perhapw 
the  Doolittles  also  —  you  never  know,    I'm  on  the  track  of 
quite  a  lot  of  Irish  information  now.

Dear  Cousin, 

Thanks  for  the  information  that  you  sent  to  me  about 
the  Irish  family.    Since  your  letter  reached  me  despite 
the  strike  that  is  stopping  most  of  my  mail  from  coming, 
I  am  writing  this  in  the  hope  that  it  will  reach  you. 
This  long  succession  of  postal  strikes  and  stoppages  sure 
is  handicapping  my  family  xsxx  research;  there  must  be 
a  dozen  letters  in  the  mail  for  me  by  now  from  tmrwiwH 
various  people  in  Canada,  the  U.S.A.  and  England* 

As  you  „wi}.l  see  from  the  zerox  copies  of  the  death 
registrations  of  my  great-great-grandfather  and  his 
wife,  he  is  listed  as  born  in  Haldimand  Township, 
Northumberland  County,  which  seems  to  indicate  that  there 
is  not  much  point  at  present  in  my  Etobicoke  Irishes. 

Your  suggestion  about  searching  in  the  provincial 
archives  for  information  is  good,  but,  unfortunately,  I  am 
not  able  to  go  there  and  do  it  myself,  and  the  cost  of 
hiring  somebody  to  do  it  form  me  is  more  than  I  can  afford, 
at  the  present  time  at  least* 

The  first  thing  I  should  do  now,  I  think,  is  to  try 
to  find  out  what  I  can  about  Robinson  Irish,  who  settled 
in  Haldimand  Township,  or  thereabouts.    It  appears  that 
the  county  town  for  Northumberland  County  was,  and  is, 
at  Cobourg.    I  have  written  to  the  public  library  there 
(presuming  that  they've  got  one)  and  asked  if  the  head 
librarian  can  suggest  places  where  I  could  write  for 
information  about  Robinson  Irish.    I  have  found  that 
librarians,  if  they  are  willing  to  bother,  know  a  great 
deal  about  such  things,  and  also  know  any  local  people 
who  have  been  doing  research  about  the  families  that  I  am 
seeking*    With  luck,  I  might  be  able  to  contact  some  Irish 
in  that  area  who  knows  the  whole  story. 

If  I  can  find  out  when  Robinson  Irish  died,  then  I  can 
try  to  get  someone  check  at  the  registry  office  for  a 
copy  of  his  will.    If  the  will  mentions  a  son.xisxitai 
Eldridge  Robinson  Irish  of  Woodville,  Ont.,  I'll  know  I!m 
on  the  right  trail.    Also  enclosed  is  a  copy  of  the 
"pedigree"  that  I  made  out  with  the  information  that  I  know 
so  far  about  E.  R.  and  his  wife.    It  makes  it  easy  to  see 
the  whole  story,  and  you  can  see  the  other  families  in  which 
I  am  interested  also.

In  addition,  just  for  your  information,  I  enclose  a 
zerox  copy  of  a  list  of  Irishes  in  the  south  of  England 
that  a  lady  there  sent  to  me  in  answer  to  my  enquiry. 
Also  enclosed  is  some  information  that  a  lady  in  Warsaw^ 
N.Y.,  sent  to  me*    It  is  quite  interesting,  though  none 
of  the  names  co-incide  with  mine. 

I  told  her  about  the  Alfred  University  at  Alfred,  N.Y., 
that  I  had  found  out  about,  and  she  is  going  to  go  there 
and  see  what  she  can  find  out  about  my  ancestors  as  well 
as  her  own.  Tne  second  principal  was  an  Irish* 

She  also  told  me  about  a  couple  of  books  that  had  been 
written  about  x   the  Irish  family,  and  I  have  asked  our 
local  library  to  put  them  on  the  teletype  and  see  if  some 
Canadian  library  happens  to  have  copies  that  can  be 
borrowed.    If  not,  I'll  ask  Mrs.  Irish  to  give  me  the 
full  name  of  authors,  publishers,  etc.,  in  the  front  of 
the  books  so  that  I  can  find  out  if  the  books  still  are 
in  print  and  what  it  would  cost  to  buy  them.    If  the  cost 
is  not  too  great,  I'd  like  to  have  the  books,  or  one  of 
them  anyway,  even  if  I  really  shouldn't  be  spending  money 
on  this. 

I  also  intend  to  write  to  a  few  places  in  Vermont  in 
the  hope  of  finding  some  place  that  has  information  about 
the  Irishes  —  perhaps  a  state  archives,  a  museum,  a 
college,  etc. 

All  of  this  will  take  a  long  time,  of  course,  because 
of  all  the  strikes  and  delays  in  the  mail.  I  also  am 
making  enquiries  in  the  U.S.A.  in  the  hope  of  learning 
some  about  the  various  wives*  families  listed  in  the 
pedigree.    It  is  not  my  nature  to  be  very  patient,  but 
I  have  no  choice  in  the  matter. 

Anyway,  I'll  let  you  know  as  I  learn  things.    You  never 
can  tell,  I  might  come  across  information  about  some  of 
your  xkmjl  ancestors  that  you  don't  yet  have. 

Once  I  have  proof  that  I  am  descended  from  Loyalists, 
I'll  enquire  about  the  U.E.L.  Association  that  you  suggested 
I  join.    Perhaps  you  can  tell  me  a  little  about  it?
